Wellington, Apr!! 20. — Alaska is 
no longer the place where the pork 
Larrel waxeth fat and the politician 
fatter with age.

Secratary- Ballinger Is from 
Seattle, which is the first American 
port Alaskans hit after they leave 
that couulryx Aud every' one In 
Seattle knows something about 
Alaako. Then too. Secretary Bal- 
linger lias been to Alaska and has 
come into intimate contact with her 
needs, and he Intends to Re* that 
ahe gets some of the benefits of this 
knowledge.
